High Protein Crop 

The 1957 wheat crop has a high protein content, 
according to a preliminary map published by the 
Board of Grain Commissioners. It showed an average 
of 14.1 percent for the three prairie provinces and 13.8 
percent for Alberta. The last crop having^a protein 
content this high was that~of 1947. The 14.1 percent 
level has been exceeded only three times since protein 
surveys were started in 1927. The three high years 
were: 1936, with a 14.9 percent average; 1937, with 
14.2 percent: and 1941, witli 15.1 percent. The long¬ 
term average is 13.5 percent. 

In Alberta the 150 samples tested from crop dis¬ 
trict 1 (Medicine Hat to Coronation) averaged 14.3 
percent. In crop district 2 (Lethbridge to Drumheller) 
287 samples averaged 13.3 perceht. In crop district 3 
(the foothills region from Cardston to Olds) 128 
samples averaged 12.9 percent. In ciop district 4 
(Stettler, Wainwright, Vermilion and Vegreville dis¬ 
tricts) 157 samples averaged 14.3 percent. In the 
Edmonton-Red Deer districts, crop district 5, 16 
samples averaged 13 percent. From the St. Paul, Atha¬ 
basca, Westlock areas, 4 samples averaged 12.9 per¬ 
cent. From the Peace River area, only 2 samples were 
tested and these averaged 12.6 percent.

Superior Method Of Detecting 
Insects In Farm Stored Grain

leader of s,(>n of the Canada Department of 
Agriculture, has proved generally 
superior to grain sampling as a 
method of detecting the presence 
ol insects in stored grain. Such a 
simple, sensitive warning system is 
of vital importance to the success 
of a pest control program as stored 
grain insects are capable of in¬ 
creasing their numbers by tremen¬ 
dous proportions in a short period 
of time. Futhermore, once an in- 
festion is established it is more 
difficult and costly to eliminate. 

This water-trap, tested recently 
in four 1,000-bushel granaries and 
one 2a,000-bushel annex, consisted. 
simply of six-ounce glass jars filled 
with water to within .one inch of 
the top. These jars were spaced 
uniformly and pushed into the 
grain until the tops were level 
with the grain' surface. After a 
week to ten days the jars were 
taken to the laboratory and ex¬ 
amined for pests. Most species of 
insects common to stored grain in 
Manitoba were found in the traps.

stored grain insects depends on 
the depth of .the infestation. 
Fewer inserts were taken in traps 
as grain depth increased. 

Indications are that insects do 
not wander aimlessly throughout 
stored grain and fall into water 
traps by accident. There is strong 
evidence they are attracted to the 
water-trap aresfc by the higher 
moisture content. Jars with no 
water in them were used - as a 
check and spaced throughout the 
grain in a similar manner to the 
water-filled jars. At the end of the 
test period the empty jars con¬ 
tained fewer insects than the water 
traps. 

Grain temperature is probably 
the most important single factor, 
affecting the listribution of insects 
in stored grain. During spring, 
summer nnd autumn, the majority 
of these pests are found in the 
upper half of stored grain. In mid¬ 
winter, inserts rarely appear near 
the surface but seek warmer re-

water-traps are more effective in 
the warmer seasons of the year. 
Insect distribution is also affected 
by moisture content. Invariably 
more insects are found in grain 
with a high moisture content than 
in dry grain. 

When using water-traps in the 
winter, anti-freeze should be add¬ 
ed to prevent freezing. Mr. Wat¬ 
ters also advises the use of waxed 
cardboard containers instead of 
glass jars if there is any danger 
ol freezing. This will obviate the 
risk of jf jar breaking and broken 
glass being mixed with the grain.
